4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicants regard as the invention. 

Claim 15 is directed to a method of controlling a vehicle, comprising:

proving an implementation subsystem; . . . 

This claim is unclear in present form, it should be changed to "...does not 
output any active input"), and "providing an implementation subsystem"; is essential 
to the claimed invention but not show in the claim.
